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Patrolmen Angered By Situation... 

Police Contract 
Touches Town Parade 


School Dept. 
Concerned 
With Possible 


The contract dispute between Town Council and the 
Police Department took to the streets Memorial Day as 
members of the patrolmen’s union refused to march in 
the town’s annual holiday parade to protest what union 
chief Edward Borgatti called “pushing the guys over the 
edge” by the .Council and Acting Manager Edward 
Caba. 

Latest Volley 

The union action is .the latest in a round of volleys 
fired over the controversial contract which gave union 
members a 7, 10, and 10 percent wage increase during 
the next three fiscal years besides fringe benefits that 
have been called “lucrative” by Caba and Council 
President Paul Fieldstad. 

Both sides have remained stalemated on the issue for¬ 
cing the administration to call in an independent arbiter 
to settle the dispute. The Council rctused to fund the 
contract, consummated lsst December by former Town 
Manager Peter Caputo on the grounds that because the 
Council must appropriate the money for all municipal 
contracts, the manager must first bring its provisions to 
the Council before the manager is allowed to ink the 
pact. 

Several councilors also objected to several contract 
provisions in the patrolmen’s agreement, including fr¬ 
inge benefits that would reimburse patrolmen for taking 
college courses and for receiving pay for mandatory 
shooting instruction. 

Although’ patrolmen failed to march in the annual 
parade from the American Legion Hall to the 1'ood 
Mart shopping area, union members marched from 
Town Hall to the Agawam Bridge to conduct 
ceromonies in honor of Memorial Day. 

Borgatti said union members would have preferred to 
join the town parade, but felt the town’s failure to live 
up to what he termed a “legal and binding agreement” 
warranted the boycott. 

“The guys are definitely upset about this whole thing 
and we feel this was the only way to let the public know 
of our grievance against the town. All we vvant is what’s 
coming to us; no more, no less,” Borgatti said. 

Borgatti said union members were further angered by 
Cuba’s recent signing of an additional 4 percent wage 
hike to members of the clerical union. The clerks had 
negotiated a 3 percent increase for fiscal year 79-80, but 
opted to go back to the bargaining table vyhen the 
patrolmen’s union received a 7 percent salary increase. 
According to a provision in the clerks’ contract, the 
union may reopen contract talks with the administration 
if other municipal unions receive a higher wage increase. 

How Do You Think We Feel? 

“The clerks’ money is retroactive to last July and they 
already have received their money. How do youSthink 
that makes us feel?” Borgatti queried. 

Borgatti said that the Council recently allocated 
$1,600 for 12 officers who took mandatory first aid 
classes in 1977 but were denied compensation by former 
manager James D. Westman and added that the money 
was not appropriated until the town lost the issue in ar¬ 
bitration. 

“This is just one example of where 1 feel the depart¬ 
ment has been snuffed by the town,” he said. “This 
contract thing again will cost the town money in arbitra¬ 
tion and we feel that Caputo signed the contract in 
good faith as the duly-authorized manager and that our 
case will be won in the end.” 

Both Caba and Fieldstad expressed displeasure that 
the union elected not to participate in the parade. Ac¬ 
cording to Caba, the situation is now in the hands of the 
independent arbiter. 

Said Fieldstad. “Look at it this way. The police 
should not have used Memorial Day as a tool to get their 
point across. I feel the contract is expensive and the tax¬ 
payers cannot afford these kinds of expenses at this 
time. Somewhere, we have to bite the bullet. Now is as 
good a time as any.” 


Aimed At Fringe Benefits 

Fieldstad said the mood of the Council is not aimed 
at the patrolmen’s yearly increases in salary, but at the 
fringe benefits, several of which he said should be ab¬ 
sorbed by the individual officer and not the town. 

Presently, patrolmen receive a base pay of $221 p.er 
week at the starting level and S255 at the upper level. 
The new contract, if implimented, would give officers a 
base pay of $236 per week and S273 to senior 
patrolmen. 

Borgatti commented that the new contract would pro¬ 
pel the Agawam force into a salary range comparable to 
that of surrounding communities. He Further sa^d the 
union has no objections to the Council reviewing tuture 
contracts, but he noted that the union wi 1! not capitulate 
on terms in the new contract. 

“What the Council has to do i> establish a definite 
policy on contracts instead of refusing to fund one that 
was signed by the town manager. If the Council wants 
to get a look before the manager signs,,that's fine, but 
don’t wait until after the deal has been sealed. That’s 
very unprofessional.” he declared. 

Borgatti said union members took offense that Caba 
refused to grant a parade permit to participating 
patrolmen, numbering approximately 40, from Town 
Hall to the Agawam Bridge. Officers marched two-by- 
two to their ceromonies which preceded the parade.

Budget Cuts

Rumblings from several councilors and Council 
President Paul Fieldstad that the School Committee’s 
9.8 percent budget increase may need a dramatic cut to 
keep the projected property tax increase under control 
has board members and Superintendent of School Louis 
Hebert deeply concerned. 

The School Committee submitted a $7,657,111 
budget for fiscal 1981 to the Council last month to ex¬ 
tend" well over the state’s four percent increase limit. 
The state now mandates that no increase over the 4 per¬ 
cent tax cap can come unless approved by a two-ihird 
vote of the 15 member Council. 

Carefully Considered Budget 

According to Hebert, he and Business Manager 
James Coon carefully considered the budget with board 
members during many long budgetary sessions. Hebert 
said the budget contains “no fat” and leaves little room 
for cuts. 

Hebert also voiced concern over the time factor in¬ 
volved, noting that the School Department is backed in¬ 
to a corner because of the budget’s uncertainty. He said 
the School Department cannot develop a master 
schedule for the 1980-81 academic year until there is

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Summer Band Camp

At last Tuesday’s meeting of the Agawam School 
Committee, approval was granted for a 30-hour sum¬ 
mer training session to help prepare the Agawam High 
School Band and Color Guard for their fall perfor¬ 
mances. This camp is scheduled for the high school 
location for 15 hours at the end of June and 15 more at 
the end of August. It will be self-supporting through a 
$10 fee charged to those students who participate. 

Music Director Darcy Davis explained to the commit¬ 
tee that the training sessions will emphasize basic mar¬ 
ching, drills, and rifle and flag routines in an attempt to 
get a head start on the early fall appearances set for the 
band. 

“The beginning weeks of school are always very hec¬ 
tic, especially for the new sophomores just joining the 
high school band,” commented Davis. “If we can get 
only ha'f of the band members to attend the summer 
sessions, we’ll still be way ahead for the fall season.” 
He is estimating 100 students will participate. 

Davis continued to outline his plans to obtain the ser¬ 
vices of college students as instructors for the program 
and noted that he, himself, is willing to give up part of 
his vacation time without additional pay. 

Summer School Tentatively Planned 
In other action related to summer programs, the 
School Committee voted 7-0 to authorize Superinten¬ 
dent of Schools Louis Hebert to arrange a summer 
school program which would offer courses for make-up 
should students have failed during the regular school 
year. In the past, Agawam students have attended sum¬ 
mer school at West Springfield High School; however, 
state funding has been withdrawn from West Spr¬ 
ingfield and they most likely will not be able to accom¬ 
modate Agawam this year. 

There are two possibilities for a summer school 
operation, according to Hebert. He stated that he is 
presently investigating a consortium set-up combining 
the school districts of Southwick, Westfield, and 
Gateway Regional with Agawam. Should that not prove 
feasible, he intends to devise a 36-hour evening school 
session for Agawam students at a cost of $35 per course. 
Individuals would be limited to a maximum of two 
courses.

the Agawam School Committee voted 6-1 to allow AHS 
senior Abraham Yacteen to participate in graduation 
ceremonies with his class despite disciplinary action that 
has been in effect since an incident occurring in his 
sophomore year in school. 

Several members of the committee testified to Yac- 
teen’s change in behavior since his early offense. They 
stressed he had attempted to repay the damages done to 
school department property by working various .part- 
time jobs and turning a substantial portion of the salary 
earned directly over to the school department. 

According to reports made, Yacteen has improved his 
grades at school and has been accepted for admittance 
to prep school in the fall. 

School committeeman Richard Borgatti seemed to 
sum up the majority of the committee’s feelings when he 
said, “The kid has done what we asked him to do within 
reason. He’s brought up his marks, tried to repay us for 
damages, and has generally behaved himself. I think he 
deserves to graduate with his class.” 

Committeeman Walter Balboni cast the only dissen¬ 
ting vote. 

Transportation Funds Requested 

School Business Manager James Coon explained to 
the committee the necessity to ask the Town Council to 
transfer a sum of $66,444 from the school operating ac¬ 
count to the transportation account. He reported that 
the transportation account will be exhausted by the end 
of May. 

According to Coon, this account ran approximately 
$30,000 over its estimate for gasoline expenses. He also 
detailed the need for an additional $12,800 for special 
education funds due to core evaluations of various 
students recommending more monitors on buses than 
planned for. He added that more special education 
students were provided for this year, and that this fact 
accounted for some of the additional funds required. 

“The timing is not the best now with the council con¬ 
sidering our budget, but the transfer must be made as 
we will very shortly be out of funds in the transportation 
budget,” Coon stressed.' 

The next regularly scheduled meeting of the Agawam 
School Committee will take place on Tuesday, June 10. 
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definite word Irom the Council. 

He warned that if the Council does not expedite the 
school budget as soon as possible, it could delay he 
opening of the school system in September because of 
the lack of time the school board would have to rea sess 
the budget. 

A report submitted to the Council and town ad¬ 
ministration by Councilor William Herd, a liason bet¬ 
ween the two elected bodies, recommended that the 
school board cut only one additional position slated for 
next year. 

Coon told The Advertiser/News that the current 
Council review of the school budget, slated to conclude 
after the Council finishes with its own budget, “has 
been the slowest in my eight years as business 
manager.” Fieldstad said the entire Council will begin 
reviewing the budget June 2 and must have the budget 
completed by June 15. 

“Right now, and for the first time since I’ve been 
here, the school budget is up in the air and that puts us 
in a bind in terms of planning,” Coon said, echoing 
Hebert’s earlier remarks. 

Coon said that Hebert has forwarded a detailed sheet 
to the Council to display that the School Department 
has taken an austere posture in recent years. He said 
that the school budget reflected an approximately $5 
decrease last year while holding an increase of 4.1 per¬ 
cent. 

Held An Austere Posture 

“It’s safe to say the we were responsible for the town 
getting a $4 property tax decrease last year and I believe 
we have held an austere posture in recent years,” he 
commented. 

School Board Chairwoman Jessie Fuller said the 
board believes that the present budget brings the best 
education possible to the town while expending the least 
amount of funds, adding that the Council has to decide 
if cuts will be to the betterment of the school system. 

Mrs. Fuller said the current budget “is thin” and add¬ 
ed that the Council should have given the board some 
sense of direction two weeks ago “instead of leaving us 
hanging.” 

Board member Walter Balboni, the only board 
member who refused to sign the budget because of his 
opposition to a 7 percent raise to administrators and 
what he called “low pay” for substitute teachers, said 
he has been fearful of Council action against the school 
budget for weeks. 

“1 warned my colleagues several meetings ago of this 
reality,” said Balboni. “I know there are several coun¬ 
cilors w'ho will be tough to convince on this budget.” 

Balboni noted that his opposition to the budget was 
based on several items and not on the budget as a whole, 
which he said was “not inflated. I really don’t think 
there is much room for cuts.”

Town Council Shirking 
Responsibility On Contract 


The absence of the Agawam Police patrolmen 
in the town’s annual Memorial Day parade 
perhaps best expresses the frustration over the 
debacle created by Town Council’s refusal to ap¬ 
propriate the necessary funds to enact a three 
year contract between the town administration 
and patrolmen’s union in December. 

The union used their absence in the parade as 
a tool of protest against the Council and Acting 
Town Manager Edward Caba for the current 
contract stalemate. Enough councilors voted 
against certain provisions of the pact to nix the 
entire package, and since December, the town 
and union have deadlocked over its terms. 

Because of this deadlock, an outside arbiter 
has been called to the scene to render a decision 
on the issue. 

We support the patrolmen’s contract but can¬ 
not support their refusal to march in the parade. 
That was wrong. 

Union officials say the parade was an ideal op¬ 
portunity to inform the public of their grievance 
against the town. That is a poor excuse and 
showed poor judgement. There are several 
methods to get a particular point of view across 
to the public through proper lobbying techni¬ 


This increase was granted by Caba under a 
contract provision that allows the clerical union 
to renegotiate their contract if other municipal 
unions receive a higher wage hike. Other unions 
have similar clauses in their contracts. The 
clerk’s hike was based on a 7 percent increase 
given to the firefighters union but was sparked 
by Caputo agreeing to a 7, 10, and 10 percent 
raise to the patrolmen’s union over a three year 
period. 

We wonder how many councilors were ac¬ 
tually aware of the clerk’s raise when the item 
appeared on the agenda for approval. Recent 
discussions with several councilors indicated to 
us that there was no knowledge of the agree¬ 
ment reached between Caba and the clerk’s 
union. 

At this point, we believe the patrolmen, and 
deservedly so, will win the arbitration hearing to 
invoke an inked pact with a duly-authorized 
town manager. 

In the meantime, the administration and the 
Council would be acting in the best interests of 
all municipal unions and the taxpayers here to 
formulate a definite policy on this business of 
Council involvement in labor settlements. - 


ques. 

But the parade is just one facet of this issue. 
Perhaps the bottom line is the relationship bet- 
ween the manager and the Council and how that 
relationship affects labor negotiations. 

In the administrations of James D. Westman 
and Peter Caputo, labor matters were a 
managerial problem with the Council’s respon¬ 
sibility to fund the contract’s provisions after 
the manager had inked the pact. That’s the way 
it was handled until December when the 
patrolmen’s three-year pact was signed by 
Caputo. 

Soon after, Caputo resigned. There was hard 
talk that Caputo was “paying off’ his friends by 
giving the patrolmen a pact with what several 
councilors called “lucrative and expensive fringe 
benefits.” 

The Council flatly denied the patrolmen their 
contract on these grounds and also added that 
because they hold the purse strings, the 
manager must bring each contract to the Coun¬ 
cil for review before the pact is consummated. 

According to the Town Charter, “the 
manager shall negotiate and may execute” con¬ 
tracts. In the past, the Council considered “may 
execute” as “shall, execute” and never got in¬ 
volved in the labor negotiation process. 

We find nothing unjust about the Council 
wishing to approve contract provisions after the 
manager and labor union have come«to terms. 
The Council, as the funding authority, should 
know what it’s funding and what the ramifica¬ 
tions are for the community. 

But Council review of any municipal contract 
should be conducted behind closed doors to pro¬ 
tect the delicate bargaining process. If the Coun¬ 
cil does not like the terms of a particular con¬ 
tract, send it back for further discussion and 
review by the manager and union leaders. 

To this point, the Council nor the administra¬ 
tion has taken the initiative to set a policy about 
the Council’s function in labor negotiations. In¬ 
stead, they have sat idly by while tensions grow. 
To expand further on this point, there are cur¬ 
rently several contracts being discussed by 
..municipal unions and the administration for 
next year. What will it be, an across-the-board 
policy for contracts or an arbitrary policy of the 
Council reviewing contracts as in the case of the 
patrolmen’s union. Or will the manager have the 
binding authority on contracts as practiced in 
the past? 

To further illustrate the muddled situation: 
last month the Council appropriated $7,240 to 
fund a 4 percent salary increase for the clerical 
union, retroactive to last July.

Controversy continues on Beacon Hill. At issue are a 
number of matters relating to the Special Commission. 
Representative Andrew H. Card (R-Holbrook) has filed 
legislation to extend the life of the commission studying 
corruption in building contracts so that it can complete 
its work. Debate continued on the floor of the House 
through last week. 

The Inspector General: Hands Tied? 

The bills proposed by the Special Commission are still 
under discussion. One, the bill which would create the 
Office of Inspector General, which I discussed in this 
space last week, has been drastically changed by the 
legislative committee. As the bill now stands, the In¬ 
spector General would be appointed by the Governor as 
opposed to a nominating board as originally intended. 
The Governor would have the power to remove the In¬ 
spector General before his term expires for “good 
cause.” The legislative committee also limited the 
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jurisdiction of the Inspector General and added a re¬ 
quirement that he obtain authority from the Attorney 
General before instigating a civil recovery action. In the 
original bill, such authority was not necessary. 
Campaign Finance Reforms... 

Another bill that the Special Commission is propos¬ 
ing would expand the current campaign finance laws 
and create public financing for state senator and state 
representative campaigns through a $2 state tax check¬ 
off. 

Some of the highlights of this proposal include reduc¬ 
ing the maximum allowable contribution by an in¬ 
dividual from $1,000 to $500. But if public financing 
was accepted by the candidate, he or she could only ac¬ 
cept a maximum of $250 from an individual. 

If you or a member of your immediate family con¬ 
ducts business with the state to the extent of $25,000 or 
more over the prior two years, you would be required to 
disclose this whenever you made a political contribution 
of $25 or more. 

In addition, public employees would be required to 
disclose their position and employer when making a 
contribution of $25 or more. 

Monies left over at the close of a campaign would 
return to state coffers. Under the present law, any 
money remaining at the end of a campaign is considered 
the candidate’s money.

When you do your federal income taxes, you may 
check-off the $1.00 campaign contribution. Under this 
public financing proposal, Massachusetts would adopt a 
similar policy. You would have the opportunity when 
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filing your state income taxes to check-off a $2.00 con¬ 
tribution. This will not be subtracted from any money 
coming back to you or added to your payment. Rather, 
it will come from the general treasury. Candidates 
would be eligible for public financing on a dollar for 
dollar match basis. For example, a candidate for state 
representative who raises $500, is a certified candidate, 
and files a bond in the amount of $6,000 could receive 
up to $6,000 public financing. The senate candidates 
would have to raise $1,000 and could be eligible for up 
to $12,000.

Following a lengthy investigation by officers of the 
Executive Office of Environmental Affairs. Div ision of 
I aw Enforcement, Thomas Geanaeopoulos. of 
Chicopee, was found guilty of using snares for the pur 
pose of taking mammals, and oiher related charges by 
Judge Dunphy in Northampton Court on May 8, 1980. 
Fhe case, now concluded, resulted in lines of $1525. a 
surfine of $125.00 and $3/.to in restitution for 
veterinarian services concerning a dog caught in a snare, 
a 10 day suspended sentence to the House of Correction 
and one years probation. 

Furs, seized by the Commonwealth, included 20 red 
and grey fox hides and 30 raccoon pelts. Estimated 
value of the pelts, at the date of confiscation, was 
$2600.00. Fines and loss of pelts total $4287.10. 

During November of 1979 Natural Resource Officers 
were aware that snares were being used in the Nor 
thampton area. On November 30, NRO Allan 
McGroary and Deputy NRO Michael Brazauskas, 
visited a fur auction and found a bundle of furs with 
snare markings on the pelts - the pelts were owned by 
Mr. Geanaeopoulos. 

The case continued with stakeouts at trapping sites 
and interviews with individuals in the area. A number of
